Celebration of Matrimony. 


an Act of Parliament for the better preventing of 
Clandeitine Marriages, made in the twenty-ſixth year 

of George the fecond, It is enacted, 3 
I. That from and after the twenty-fifth day of March, 
in the year of our Lord One thouſand ſeven hundred 
and fifty four, all Banns of Matrimony fhall be publiſhed 
in an audible manner in the Pariſh Church, or in ſome 
Publick Chapel, in which Publick Chapel Banns of Matri- 
mony have been uſually publithed, of or belonging to fuch 
Pariſh or Chapelry wherein the perſons to be married ſhall 
dwell, according to the form of words preſcribed by the 
Rubrick prefixed to the Oſſice of Matrimony in the Book of 
Common Prayer, upon three Sundays preceding the Solem- 
nization of Marriage, during the time of morning ſervice, 
or of evening ſervice, (if there be no morning ſervice in ſuch 
Church or Chapel) upon any of thoſe Sundays, immediately 
after the ſecond leſſon: And whentoever it ſhall happen that 
the perſons to be married ſhall dwell in divers Pariſhes or 
Chapelries, the Banns ſhall in like manner be publiſhed in 
the Church or Chapel belonging to ſuch Pariſh or Chapelry 
wherein each of the faid perſons ſhall dwell; and where both 
or either of the perſons to be married ſhall dwell in any 
Extraparochial place (having no Church or Chapel wherem 
Banns have been uſually publiſhed) then the Banns fhall in 
like manner be publiſhed in the pariſh Church or Chapel 
belonging to ſome Parith or Chapelry adjoining to ſuch Ex- 
traparochial Place: And where Banns ſhall be publiſhed in 
any Church or Chapel belonging to any Pariſh adjoining to 
ſuch Extraparochial Place, the Parſon, Vicar, Miniſter, or 
Curate, publiſhing ſuch Banns, ſhall, in writing under his 


hand, certify the publication thereof, in ſuch manner as if 


either of the perſons to be married dwelt in ſuch adjoining 
Pariſh; and that all other the rules preſcribed by the ſaid 
| Rubrick,

Rubrick, concerning the Publication of Banns and the So— 
lemnization of Matrimony, and not hereby altered, ſhall be 
duly obſerved; and that in all cafes where Banns ſhall have 
been publiſhed, the Marriage ſhall be ſolemnized in one of 
the Pariſh Churches or Chapels where ſuch Banns have been 
publiſhed, and in no other place whatſoever. 


II. That no Parſon, Vicar, Miniſter, or Curate, ſhall be 
obliged to publith the Banns of Matrimony between any Per- 
ſons whatſoever, unleſs the Perſons to be married ſhall, ſeven 
days at the leaſt before the time required for the firſt pubhca- 
tion of ſuch Banns reſpectively, deliver, or cauſe to be deli- 
vered, to ſuch Parſon, Vicar, Miniſter, or Curate, a notice in 
writing of their true chriſtian and ſurnames, and of the houſe 
or houſes of their reſpective abodes within ſuch Pariſh, Cha- 
pelry, or Extraparochial Place as aforeſaid, and of the time 
during which they have dwelt, inhabited, or lodged in fuch 
houſe or houſes reſpectively. | 

III. That no Parſon, Miniſter, Vicar, or Curate, ſolem- 
nizing Marriages after the twenty-hfth Day of March, One 
thouſand ſeven hundred and fifty-four, between perſons, 
both or one of whom ſhall be under the age of twenty-one 
years, aſter Banns publithed, ſhall be pumiſhable by Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Cenſures, for ſolemnizing ſuch marriages without 
conſent of parents, or guardians, whoſe conſent is required 
by law, unleſs ſuch Parſon, Miniſter, Vicar, or Curate, 
ſhall have notice of the difſent of ſuch parent or guardi— 
ans; and in caſe ſuch parents or guardians, or one of them, 
mall openly and publickly declare, or cauſe to be declared, 
in the Church or Chapel where the Banns thall be fo pub- 
liſhed, at the time of ſuch publication, his, her, or their 
dilſent to ſuch Marriage, tuch publication of Banuns ſhall be 
abſolutely void. 

IV. That no Licence of Marriage ſhall, from and after the 
ſaid twenty- fifth day of March, in the year One thouſand te- 
ven hundred and fifty-tour, be granted by any Archbiſhop, 
Bithop, or other Ordinary or Perſon having authority to grant 


ſuch Licences, to folemnize any Marriage in any other Church 


or Chapel, than in the Pariſh Church or Publick Chapel of or 
belonging to the Parith or Chapeiry, within which the uſual 
place of abode of one of the perſons to be married ſhall have 
been for the ſpace of four weeks, immediately before the 
granting of ſuch Licence; or where both, or either of the 
3 to be married, ſhall dwell in any Extraparochial Place, 

aving no Church or Chapel wherein Banns have been uſually 
publiſhed, then in the Pariſh Church or Chapel belonging to 
tome Pariſh or Chapelry adjoining to ſuch Extraparochaal 
Place, and in no other place whatſoever.

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V. That all Pariſhes, where there ſhall be no Pariſh Church 
or Chapel belonging thereto, or none wherein Divine Service 
{hall be uſually celebrated every Sunday, may be deemed Ex. 
traparochial places for the purpoſes of this Act, but not for 
any other purpoſe. 


VI. That nothing herein before contained ſhall be con- 
ſtrued to extend or deprive the Archbiſhop of Canterbury and 
his ſucceſſors, and his and their proper officers, of the right 
which hath hitherto been uſed, in virtue of a certain ſtatute 
made in the twenty-fifth year of the reign of the late King 
Henry the Eighth, intituled, An AF concerning Peter Pence 


and Diſpenſations, of granting Special Licences to marry as 
any convenient time or place. 


VII. That from and after the twenty-fiſth day of March, 
in the year One thouſand feven hundred and fifty-four, no 
Surrogate deputed by any Eccleſiaſtical Judge, who hath pow- 
er to grant Licences of Marriage, thall grant any ſuch Licence 
before he hath taken an oath before the ſaid Judge faithfully 
to execute his ofhce according to law, to the beſt of his know- 
ledge, and hath given ſecurity by his bond in the ſum of one 
hundred pounds to the Biſhop of the Dioceſe, for the due 
and faithful execution of his ſaid office. 


VIII. That if any perſon ſhall, from and after the ſaid 
twenty- fifth day of March, in the year One thouſand ſeven 
hundred and fifty-four, ſolemnize Matrimony in any other 

lace than a Church or Publick Chapel, where Banns have 
en uſually publiſhed, unleſs by Special Licence from the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury; or ſhall ſolemnize Matrimony 
without Publication of Banns, unleſs Licence of Marriage 
be firſt had and obtained from ſome perſon or perſons having 
authority to grant the ſame; every perſon knowingly and 
wilfully ſo oftending, and being lawfully convicted thereof, 
ſhall be deemed and adjudged to be guilty of Felony, and 
thall be tranſported to ſome of his Majeſty's plantations in 
America, for the ſpace of fourteen years, according to the 
laws in force for tranſportation of felons; and all Mar- 
riages ſolemnized from and after the twenty- fifth day of 
March, in the year One thouſand ſeven hundred and ſifty- 
four, in any other place than a Church or ſuch Publick Cha- 
pel, unleſs by Special Licence as aforeſaid, or that ſhall be 
ſolemnized without Publication of Banns, or Licence of Mar- 
riage from a perſon or perſons having authority to grant the 
fame, firſt had and obtained, ſhall be null and void to all in- 
tents and purpoſes whatſoever.

It is to be obſerved, that a Reſignation is to be made to 
the Biſhop or Ordinary, and net to the Patron, except the 
Church or Chapel be a Donative exempt, in which calc it is 
to be made to the Patron, in the preſence of a Notary Publick, 
and two credible witneſſes. And in cafes of exchange, or 
permutation of Beneſices, on account of health, or other 
conveniencies, which the law allows, it ſeems to be the moſt - 
adviſeable ſor the parties to reſign before a Notary, that their 
reſpective Reſignations may be interpoſed before either of the 
Livings is declared void by the Ordinary; becauſe it may be 
doubted, from the ſtatute of the 31 I/ . C. iv. $ 8. whether 

a conditional Reſignation be valid or not, if the words purely,
